She and her son ^had planned to sail 
for Europe in a few days to spend the 
winter. 


It has been learned that Waters 


played auction bridge at the

Kappa Epsilon club until 11:30 Tues- 
day night, but he did not arrive at the 
Plymouth hotel with his companion 
until 6 o'clock 
yesterday 
morning.

room aroused otheroccupants of the 
hotel and complaint wan made to the 
clerk who went to the apartment to 
investigate. In the excitement over 
the discovery of the body 
"Dunn" 


escaped. 


Waters was 48 years old and Iwaa 


formerly the husban4 
of 
Baroness 


Blanc, at one time a stage favorite. 
They, were divorced shortly after their 
marriage. Waters has spent most of 
the recent years in travel.
